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Care Quality Commission says Chacombe Park is failing vulnerable residents 


‘Major concerns’ in 
care home report 


A BANBURY care home is 
failing its vulnerable 
residents, a damning report 
has revealed. 

Chacombe Park, in 
Banbury Road, which looks 


after 77 people suffering from 
dementia and physical 
disabilities, was criticised by 
the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) after a spot check in 
July found staff there were 


“failing to meet six essential 
standards of quality and 
safety”. 

Inspectors had “major 
concerns” about care plans, 
management of medicines 
and staff training after 
visiting Chacombe Park for 
a second time on July 21 
after another visit earlier in 
the year highlighted 
problems at the care home. 

The report said: “People 
in the home lacked 
sufficient stimulation and 
spent a lot of time in bed or 
in their bedrooms without 
interaction. Their dignity 
and privacy were not 
sufficiently respected.” 

The inspection also 
uncovered problems with 
administering drugs at 
Chacombe Park. 

“Arrangements were not 
in place for the safe 
recording, handling and use 
of medicines in the service. 
The service did not protect 
people against the risks 
associated with the unsafe 
use and management of 
medication,” the report said. 

Inspectors found the 
families of those living in 
the home were worried 
about staff levels. 

One relative said that “staff 
were very dedicated but were 
not a happy team” and 
another added that there 
were “not always enough 
staff to meet all the residents’ 
needs”, the report found. 

The CQC said it would 
carry out another 
unannounced inspection to 
check on standards at 
Chacombe Park

“Our inspectors will return 
to Chacombe Park very 
soon, and if we find that the 
provider is not making the 
required progress we won’t 
hesitate to use our legal 
powers on behalf of the 
people that live there.”

going forward. 

“We have already 
introduced some changes 
within Chacombe Park 
which we believe will affect 
the delivery of care and 
thereby improve the quality 
of life for the people we care 
for. The impact of these 
changes will be monitored 
by the home’s management 
team with additional 
support provided by senior 
management. 

“We would like to 
reassure everyone of our 



commitment to those residing 
at Chacombe Park and to 
emphasise that their health 
and wellbeing is at the 
forefront of everything we do 
and are doing.”

TWO cops have saved a pensioner’s life 
by plunging into a freezing canal to 
rescue her. 

Police got a call from a boater last 
Monday saying that a dead body was in 
the canal, but they could not give an 
exact location. 

When the call went out, PC Paul 
Froggatt sprinted from the town centre 
along the canal scouring the water for 
the body, while colleague Sgt Adrian 
Thomas ran along the bank from 
Waterworks Lane, Banbury. 

The pair spotted the body, face up, 
floating in the water on the far bank 
partially hidden by trees, in an area 
behind the Citroen Garage, in Southam 
Road. 

Sgt Thomas said: “We came across a 
person lying in the water who was not 
moving. We saw a small hand 
movement and called out to her.” 

Meanwhile, PC Froggatt, who had 
run a mile-and-a-half from Castle 
Quay Shopping Centre, was already 
stripping off ready to jump in almost 
6ft deep water. 

He said: “The water was very cold 
and we were thigh-high in silt. 

“We managed to get her head on a 
[life saving] ring and got her back into 
a small area on the bank.

“We put her in the recovery position 
and someone on a passing boat gave us 
a blanket. 

Sgt Thomas said: “She was very cold, 
very frightened and we got very little 
out of her. 

“She managed to say she had tripped 
over and fallen in. She was very 
distressed, clearly shock had set in. 


“She was quite old and frail and I 
was not sure how well she was coping.” 

The 72-year-old woman, from 
Farthinghoe, near Banbury, was kept 
in hospital overnight for observations, 
but was recovering well. 

Both officers are now likely to be 
recommended for a commendation, but 
the pair brushed it off as simply all in 
a day’s work. 

Sgt Thomas said: “I don’t think what 
we did was particularly heroic. Any of 
our colleagues would have done the 
same. 

“We just appreciated it was a very 
dangerous situation for her. 

“We knew the longer she was left in 
the water the more the risk, and we 
needed to get her out. 

“I called to her and got no response 
— we knew we had to get her out.” 

Deputy Area Commander Inspector 
Neville Clayton said: “I think they 
went above and beyond the call of 
duty. 

“The canal in Banbury is not a nice 
place to be. 

“It’s dirty, muddy and there are 
potential hazards under water. 

“They both jumped into the canal 
and hauled her out with no concern for 
their own health and safety. 

“She would have died if they hadn’t 
jumped in there, she had been in there 
some time. 

“I think what they did was 
commendable. Their good work will be 
recognised.”

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Four people rescued from crashed car 


Praise for ‘good 
Samaritans’

FOUR people were 
rescued from their 
crashed car by passing 
motorists. 

A fire officer has 
praised the ‘good 
Samaritans’ who helped 


the injured people from 
the wreckage of the black 
Vauxhall Corsa, which 
landed on its roof after it 
crashed into a field along 
the B4100 Warwick Road 
near Hanwell. 

They also gave first aid 
after the crash on Sunday 
at 4.26pm. 

Station manager 
Marcus Reay said: “I 
would like to thank the 


good Samaritans who 
stopped to help. 

“They undoubtedly 
contributed to saving one 
of the casualties whose 
injuries were quite 
severe, whilst also 
helping the others, until 
the emergency services 
arrived. 

“Had the driver and his 
passengers not been 
wearing seatbelts, they 


would been thrown from 
the vehicle and the result 
of this incident could 
have easily have been 
several fatalities.” 

All four people were 
taken to hospital. 

One male suffered 
serious head injuries 
while a female had a back 
injury. 

The condition of the 
other two was not known. 


Horton service expansion 


Sentenced for ABH 


THE Oxford Radcliffe Hospitals 
NHS Trust is expanding 
gynaecology services at the Horton 
General Hospital to provide more 
day surgery and diagnostic services 
during the week. 

But the move will mean the loss of 
six of the 12 beds currently at the 
unit, as fewer women are expected 
to stay overnight. 


The trust said there would be 
‘some changes in staffing 
arrangements’, although it was not 
intending to lose staff. 

A spokesman said some staff 
might be asked or choose to transfer 
to the Women’s Centre in Oxford or 
to apply for opportunities in other 
specialties at the Horton or 
elsewhere in the Trust.

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Four people died in helicopter piloted by former rally champion 

Inquiry: McRae 
was ‘imprudent’

FORMER world rally champion Colin 
McRae engaged in 'unnecessary and 
unsafe’ low-level flying before an 
avoidable helicopter crash which killed 
him, two children and another man, a 
sheriff has ruled. 

A fatal accident inquiry (FAI) last 
week found McRae had been 
‘imprudent’ in embarking on 
demanding manoeuvres in difficult 
terrain, ‘contrary to the principles of 
good airmanship’. 

Mr McRae drove for the Prodrive- 
run Subaru rally team, based in 
Banbury, from 1991 to 1998, winning 
the World Rally Championship in 1995 
and becoming Britain’s first World 
Rally champion 

Sheriff Nikola Stewart, who ruled 
the fatal crash could have been 
avoided, confirmed the sportsman did 
not hold a valid flying licence and 
should not have been flying the 
aircraft at the time. 

McRae, 39, his five-year-old son 
Johnny, the boy’s six-year-old friend 
Ben Porcelli and Graeme Duncan, 36, 
all died when the aircraft came down 


near McRae’s Jerviswood House home 
in Lanark on September 15, 2007, as he 
flew home from a trip to see a friend. 

The Eurocopter Squirrel helicopter 
crashed into trees in steep ground on 
the south bank of the Mouse Valley 
water before bursting into flames. 

Ben’s parents had no knowledge that 
their son was on the flight and had not 
been asked for their consent. 

The inquiry, which sat over 16 days 
this year at Lanark Sheriff Court, 
concluded the deaths could have been 
avoided if McRae had not engaged in 
unsafe low-level flying. 

“It would have been a reasonable 
precaution to refrain from flying 
helicopter G-CBHL into Mouse Valley 
wherein the pilot engaged in low-level 
flying when it was unnecessary and 
unsafe for him to do so, and whilst 
carrying passengers on board,” she 
stated. 

The sheriff found there was ‘no 
operational or logistical reason’ for 
McRae to have descended into the 
valley at speed. 

“It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that his intention was to conclude the 
flight as he had started it, with a 
spectacular and dramatic fly-past of 
the valley and its vegetation, followed

by a steep climb out prior to coming 
into land, all for the benefit of his 
passengers,” she said. 

In her written determination, the 
sheriff concluded: “The deaths and the 
accident resulting in the deaths might 
have been avoided had Mr McRae not 
flown his helicopter into the Mouse 
Valley. 

“Such a precaution would have been 
entirely reasonable. 

“There was no necessity to enter the 
Mouse Valley. There were no 
operational or logistical reasons to 
enter the Mouse Valley. 

“Mr McRae chose to fly the 
helicopter into the valley. 

“For a private pilot such as Mr 
McRae, lacking the necessary training, 
experience or requirement to do so, 
embarking upon such demanding, low- 
level flying in such difficult terrain, 
was imprudent, unreasonable and 
contrary to the principles of good 
airmanship.” 

• The official purpose of an FAI, held 
under the 1976 Fatal Accidents and 
Sudden Deaths Inquiry (Scotland) Act, 
is not to apportion blame for any death 
in either the civil or criminal sense. It 
is said to be a ‘fact-finding exercise 
carried out in the public interest’.

A BRAND new multi-million 
pound state-of-the-art youth 
centre has opened its doors in 
Banbury. 

The £3m facility replaces the 
former Banbury Youth Centre, in 
Hilton Road, Wood Green, which 
was demolished last summer. 

The single storey building 
includes an indoor performance 
hall with room for 200 seats, 
music rooms and recording 
studios, pottery kiln, an art 
room, a fitness suite, a workshop 
and cafe area. 

Outside there is an all-weather 
court for basketball and football. 

It has been selected as one of 
seven hubs for the Early 
Intervention Service across 
Oxfordshire, which will also 
provide youth sessions, services 
for youngsters not in education 
employment or training (NEETs), 
careers advice and services 
relating to substance misuse, 
antisocial behaviour and 
absences from school. 

Other hubs will be at Bicester, 
Witney, Didcot and Abingdon 
with two in Oxford. There are 
also six satellite centres feeding 
in to the hubs at Blackbird Leys, 
Rose Hill, Barton, Riverside, 
Berinsfield and Kidlington. 

They replace the county’s 
youth centre network, and a 
number of former council 
centres will now be run by 
volunteers 

Banbury town and district 
councillor Kieron Mallon, who is 
also Oxfordshire County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
North Oxfordshire, said: “There 
are plenty of people who want to 


say negative things about the 
future of services for young 
people in Oxfordshire. None of 
them will have drawn attention 
to this superb new facility. 

“This facility has been long in 
the planning and it is a delight to 
see it ready to start providing 
services for the young people of 
Banbury. 

“It’s an all-singing, all-dancing 
facility and an amazing 
opportunity for Banbury to be 
leading the way in provision for 
all sorts of facilities for young 
people.” 

The new building is eco- 
friendly, using low-carbon design 
technologies, solar panels and 
low-energy fittings to keep 


running costs down. About 50 
young people from the town took 
part in a consultation for the 
building design and what 
activities will be run at the new 
centre. 

Louise Chapman, Oxfordshire 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for children, young 
people and families, said: “This 
will be a fabulous facility for 
Banbury. It is living proof of the 
county council’s continued 
support for services for young 
people and I look forward to the 
people of the town feeling the 
benefits. 

“I am sure it will become a real 
focal point for young people in 
the town.”

Director: Tomas Alfredson 
A NEW adaptation of Tinker, 
Tailor, Soldier, Spy was always 
going to raise the hackles of 
John le Carre purists, who 
adored the 1979 mini-series 
starring Sir Alec Guinness as 
taciturn spy, George Smiley. 

Tomas Alfredson’s film could 
never compete on an equal footing 
with its BAFTA award-winning 
predecessor. 

You can’t achieve the same depth 
of character and plot development 
in two hours as you can in seven 
TV episodes. 

While scriptwriters Bridget 
O’Connor and Peter Straughan have 
truncated le Carre’s novel, they 
retain the choking air of suspense 
that has us holding our breaths 
until the stunning final frame. 

Library plans are 
insufficient and 
lack substance 

OXFORD Civic Society has said 
Oxfordshire County Council’s 
proposals for its library service are 
“insufficiently wide-ranging” and lack 
substance. 

The group, which last year opposed 
the council’s plans to close 20 out of 43 
county library branches, said that the 
new plans formed a “reasonable basis” 
to reform the service, but said there 
was no evidence to show they would 
save enough money. 

In a letter to the council, society 
chairman Peter Thompson said: “The 
consultation paper... largely constitutes 
a catalogue of good intentions, of 
which we are fully supportive. 

“However, we consider the proposals 
to be insufficiently wide-ranging in 
reviewing opportunities for the library 
service, and developing a genuinely 
imaginative and contemporary service, 
appreciated by all. 

“The lack of substance and detail to 
the proposals, and the apparent 
continuing narrowness of vision are 
not only disappointing, but limit the 
value of the current consultation.” 

Under the council plans, all 43 of the 
county’s libraries would remain open, 
but many would rely on volunteers to 
help staff them. 

The councillor responsible for 
libraries, Judith Heathcoat, said: “The 
consultation into our carefully thought 
through proposal - to keep all 43 
libraries open in Oxfordshire - is 
ongoing and all responses and all views 
gathered during this process will be 
analysed and considered before any 
final decision is made.” 

The consultation closes on 
September 30.

Alfredson demonstrates the same 
virtuosity behind the camera as he 
did in the 2008 vampire story Let 
The Right One In. He frames every 
shot with precision, overhearing 
conversations in darkened 
hallways or through walls as if we 
are the spies, gathering evidence 
about the characters’ wrong¬ 
doings. 

Control (John Hurt), the chief of 
a 1970s British Secret Intelligence 
Service unit known as the Circus, 
learns that Russian counterpart 
Karla has placed a mole within the 
ranks. 

To unmask the traitor, Control 
despatches Jim Prideaux (Mark 
Strong) to Hungary but the agent is 
shot dead. 

So Control turns to trusted 
protege Smiley (Gary Oldman), 
and shares intelligence about a 
possible double agent within the 
Service. 

Soon after, Control takes his own 
life, leaving Smiley to uncover the 
intrigues of the other Circus 
members: Percy Alleline (Toby 


Jones), Roy Bland (Ciaran Hinds), 
Toby Esterhase (David Dencik) and 
Bill Haydon (Colin Firth). 

Aided by the young, ambitious 
Peter Guillam (Benedict 
Cumberbatch), Smiley searches for 
clues, leading to Circus researcher 
Connie Sachs (Kathy Burke) and 
missing operative Ricki Tarr (Tom 
Hardy). 

Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy is 
intelligent filmmaking of the 
highest calibre, distinguished by 
tour de force performances from 
the predominantly British cast. 

Oldman doesn’t utter a word for 
what seems like an eternity but he 
commands every frame and will be 
a frontrunner for the Best Actor 
Oscar. 

Cumberbatch is a worthy foil, not 
least in a heart-breaking scene 
when Peter makes the ultimate 
sacrifice, having been instructed: 
“If there’s anything you need 
tidied up, now’s the time.” 

Jones, Hinds, Firth et al are 
excellent in support and Burke 
scene-steals with aplomb, 


delivering the best line of the film. 

Alfredson’s directorial brio 
ensures that while our nerves are 
wracked, our eyes are dazzled with 
visually arresting scenes including 
the ascent of a stack of top-secret 
files in a dumb waiter. 


Pacing is deliberately slow and 
some may lose patience. 

That would be a pity because the 
knot of tension slowly tightens 
until we, like Smiley, are desperate 
to lure the double agent into the 
open.

THREE goals in the first 13 minutes 
ended Saturday’s game as a contest, 
as Banbury surged up to second place 
in the Premier Division table - the 
highest placing in their 80-year history.

Y ee ha! You can’t help it, 
Volkswagen’s Amarok 
pick-up brings out the 
cowboy in everybody. 

It looks rough and tough, but 
it hides a guilty secret. More of 
that later, but it is clear that the 
Argentinian-built Amarok has 
been designed to cope with 
everything that can be thrown at 
it, on- and off-road. 

Underpinning its rugged con¬ 
struction is a ladder-frame chas¬ 
sis which gives the vehicle seri¬ 
ous off-road credentials. But it is 
the four-door, double cab’s on¬ 
road performance which is 
designed to give it the edge over 
the opposition. 

First, it has car-like refine¬ 
ment with features such as elec¬ 
tric windows and air condition¬ 
ing and excellent fit and finish. 

Second, it has a choice of per¬ 
manent or selectable four-wheel 
drive. It also has space to seat 
five adults and if no rear passen¬ 
gers are being carried, the rear 
bench seat can tip forward to 
provide additional space. 

Power comes from a 2.0-litre, 
turbo-diesel engine in two out¬ 
puts, both linked to a six-speed

manual gearbox. The test car 
came with the punchier bi-turbo 
engine, which pumps out 163 
horsepower and still manages to 
deliver more than 35mpg. 

The Amarok, a gigantic wolf 
in the mythology of the Inuit 
Indians of Canada and 
Greenland, has been named the 
inaugural International Pick-up 
Award by the Van of the Year 
jury. Pick-up owners have differ¬ 
ent requirements from car driv¬ 
ers, so for them the critical 
details include the largest load- 
space in its class at 2.5 rrm which 
can fit a Euro pallet sideways. Its 
braked trailer weight towing 
limit is 2,690 kg, its unladen 
weight varies from 2,051 to 2,106 
kg, depending on trim level, and 
its gross train weight is a whop¬ 
ping 5,500 kg. 

Safety features rival those of 
modern cars with the latest gen¬ 
eration electronic stability pro¬ 
gramme, with hill hold assist 
and hill descent control, an off¬ 
road anti-lock braking system, 
emergency brake lights function 
and driver seatbelt warning sig¬ 


nal. Built at the Volkswagen 
Pacheco plant near Buenos 
Aires, the Amarok comes in 
three trim levels and all share 
an interior that is tangibly car¬ 
like. 

The dashboard is clear, with 
easy-to read dials and a multi¬ 
function display including a 
gearshift indicator, and the 
three-spoke, leather-covered 
steering wheel has multifunc¬ 
tion controls. Despite its rugged 
looks, and the temptation to 
wear gaucho headgear while 
driving, the Amarok is really as 
easy and comfortable to drive as 
a saloon.
